ARE CONCERNED". NO EQUIVALENT WORDS IN GERMAN TEXT. 

BOTH BRANDT AND AMREHN SAID THEY CONCERNED OVER DIFFERENCE 
IN TEXTS AND PARTICULARLY CONCERNED BECAUSE PRESS IN SEVERAL 
COUNTRIES ALREADY CALLING ATTENTION THIS DIFFERENCE: THEY 
SEEMED GENUINELY WORRIED LEST! PRESS REPORTS THAT INSERTION

IN SERIES FURTHER REMARKS BRANDT CHARACTERIZED AS UNFORTUNATE

WOULD CONSTITUTE AGGRESSION AGAINST NATO ALLIANCE BUT THAT 
MERE ACTION AGAINST ALLIED COMMUNICATION LINES WOULD NOT 
AND SAID THAT BRENTANO TOLD HIM ABSOLUTE WESTERN "NO" TO 
SOV NOV "27 NOTE WOULD NOT EXCLUDE WESTERN APPROACH SOVS 
WITH REGARD LARGER GERMAN AND SECURITY PROBLEMS IN "SUITABLE 
FORM". BRANDT EXPRESSED FEELING MORAL SUPPORT FOR BERLIN
